Dr.  Walter  P.  Trost,  lecturer  in  biological  sciences,  chose  teaching 
because  he  feels  that  teaching  is  the  most  interesting  and  important 
profession  there  is.  He  likes  working  with  others,  seeing  them  mature, 
and  develop. 

Dr.  Trost,  who  has  been  teaching  at  CSU  for  twenty-two  years,  wants 
his  students  to  be  well  prepared  when  they  graduate  from  CSU.  He  feels 
his  greatest  assets  as  an  educator  is  the  motivation  and  inspiration  he 
provides  to  his  students. 

He  considers  himself  very  demanding  and  expects  nothing  but  the  best 
from  his  students.  He  doesn't  want  them  to  have  any  apologies  for  the 
things  they  do  in  the  real  world. 


John  Ross,  Counseling  Psychologist  and  Assistant  Professor, 
has  been  counseling  students  here  at  CSU  for  twelve  years.  He 
was  chosen  for  this  position  in  1978  through  a  nation  wide 
search.  He  also  teaches  a  class  and  leads  workshops  on  devel- 
oping better  study  skills. 

Mr.  Ross  feels  his  greatest  asset  as  an  educator  is  his  ability  to 
relate  to  the  students  he  counsels.  He  grew  up  in  Chicago  and 
was  educated  in  the  public  school  system.  "When  I  come  to  work 
in  a  counseling  relationship,  most  of  the  students  I  see  are  "high 
risk"  students.  I  can  relate  because  I  am  a  product  of  where  they 
are  coming  from",  said  Ross. 

"I  like  the  direct  interaction  with  the  students,  it  has  always 
been  my  lifelong  desire  to  get  involved  in  some  type  of  helping 
relationship."  Mr.  Ross  wanted  to  be  a  lawyer,  but  with  time 
discovered  that  helping  to  build  students'  potential  was  what  he 
wanted  to  do  with  his  life. 


John  Ross,  Counseling  Psychologist 


Dr.  Eldridge  T.  Freeman  Jr.,  Professor  of  Management,  worked 
as  the  Associate  Agency  Manager  at  the  Equitable  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  New  York  for  three  years  before  coming  to  Chicago 
State  University. 

Dr.  Freeman  has  been  teaching  at  CSU  for  seventeen  years  and 
feels  his  greatest  asset  as  an  educator  is  being  able  to  motivate  the 
students  and  prepare  them  for  their  careers  in  business. 

He  obtained  his  bachelor  degree  in  Sociology  and  History  from 
Knoxville  College,  his  master  in  Education  and  Administration  from 
Indiana  University,  and  his  doctorate  in  Business  and  Administration 
was  received  from  Coast  University  in  Santa  Ana,  California. 

Dr.  Freeman  wants  his  students  to  know  that  hard  work  pays  off 
"Anything  worthwhile  doesn't  come  easy,  because  if  it  were  easy, 
too  many  people  could  do  it."

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Dr.  Babette  Inglehart,  Professor  of  English 

"I'd  like  them  (the  graduate)  to  take  away  a  respect  for,  even  a  love  of  the  written 
word,  for  its  ability  to  improve  communication  and  to  touch  people  at  their  deepest 
levels",  said  Dr.  Babette  Inglehart,  Professor  of  English. 

Her  love  for  reading  and  writing  led  Dr.  Inglehart  into  a  teaching  career.  She  has  been 
teaching  here  at  CSU  for  twenty-five  years.  Her  greatest  asset  is  her  high  standards  that 
she  refuses  to  compromise  for  the  sake  of  her  students. 

Dr.  Inglehart  received  her  B.A.,  M.A.,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Chicago.  She  likes  to  see  her  students'  efforts  and  hard  work  bring  about  positive 
results.  "One  of  the  most  thrilling  things  about  teaching  is  watching  students  as  the 
experience  what  one  writer  has  called  'the  Shock  of  Recognition'  ",  said  Dr.  Inglehart. 


William  Hurley,  Assoc.  Professor  of  C&l 

"We  (the  education  department)  try  to  give  students  the  skills  that  they  need  to  go  into 
the  schools  and  become  successful  teachers",  said  William  Hurley,  Assoc.  Professor  of 
Curriculum  and  Instruction. 

Mr.  Hurley  is  very  demanding  of  the  students  that  are  enrolled  in  his  teacher  prepara- 
tion courses,  and  expects  them  to  do  hard  work  so  they  can  acquire  the  skills  needed  for 
teaching.  He  received  a  Masters  of  Library  Science  and  Communications  Media  from

forces.  "Regardless  of  the  level,  there's  something  in  it  that  fascinates  me.  I  like  people,  I 
like  to  see  people  grow  as  they  go  along." 


Dr.  Stephen  Parker,  Professor  of  Psychology 

Dr.  Stephen  Parker,  Professor  of  Psychology,  chose  teaching  in  the  university  sys- 
tem, because  he  saw  that  teachers  in  elementary  education  were  ill-prepared.  Usually 
carbon  copies  of  other  elementary  teachers,  he  wants  to  better  train  future  teachers. 

Dr.  Parker  attended  Chicago  Teachers  College  where  he  obtained  a  bachelors 
degree  in  Education,  a  Masters  in  Counseling  Psychology  from  Chicago  State  College, 
and  his  Doctorate  in  Clinical  and  Education  Psychology  from  Northwest  University. 

He  has  served  as  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Records  for  three  years.  His  students  find 
his  classes  interesting,  exciting,  challenging,  and  difficult,  but  they  help  students  learn  to 
think,  one  of  Dr.  Parker's  main  goals  as  an  educator. 


Mission  of  the  University 

Chicago  State  University  and  all  other  public  institutions  of  higher  education 
in  Illinois  are  coordinated  by  the  Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education. The  University 
Is  governed  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  and 
is  classified  as  a  comprehensive  urban  university  with  a  mission  that  incor- 
porates instruction,  research,  and  public  service. 

Chicago  State  University,  a  multipurpose  public  institution  of  higher  educa- 
tion located  on  the  southside  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  is  committed  to  providing 
high  quality  educational  programs  to  those  individuals  w/ho  matriculate  as 
regular,  pan-time  or  special  students  on  the  graduate  or  undergraduate  levels 
By  virtue  of  its  location  the  University  serves  the  higher  educational  needs  of 
its  community  and  the  residents  of  the  southern  and  western  portion  of  the 
greater  Chicago  metropolitan  area,  as  well  as  citizens  throughout  the  state  of 
Illinois 

The  primary  purpose  of  Chicago  State  University  is  instructional  through 
the  efforts  of  its  faculty  and  staff,  the  University  provides  educated  individuals 
for  the  economic  and  social  institutions  of  the  Chicago  metropolitan  area  The 
University  provides  an  intellectual  environment  which  can  enable  students  to 
advance  intellectually,  socially,  and  economically.  In  so  doing,  the  University 
and  its  graduates  contribute  to  the  improvement  of  the  community  and  of  society 
in  general 

Chicago  State  University  is  committed  to  offering  programs  in 
undergraduate  and  graduate  studies.  Degrees  are  conferred  at  the  bac- 
calaureate and  master's  levels  Programs  of  instruction  leading  to  the  bac- 
calaureate degree  are  offered  by  the  Colleges  of  Allied  Health,  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Business  and  Administration,  Education,  and  Nursing.  Master's  level 
programs  of  instruction  are  currently  offered  in  the  Colleges  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  Education 

Faculty  and  students  of  Chicago  State  University  engage  in  research  ac- 
tivities, which  complement  and  supplement  the  instructional  programs  of  the 
University  by  providing  experiences  in  the  development  and  use  of  scientific 
procedures  and  the  preparation  of  written  reports  based  on  research. 

Faculty  and  students  also  provide  services  to  the  public  Such  services 
integrate  the  University's  research  and  instructional  purposes,  demonstrating 
their  applications  to  practical  matters  of  importance  to  governments,  businesses, 
schools,  social  agencies,  and  other  community  groups.  However,  public  ser- 
vices are  adjunct  to  the  University's  instructional  purpose  and  will  remain  so. 

Chicago  State  University  is  sensitive  to  the  diverse  needs  and 
characteristics  of  its  commuter  student  population.  The  University's  multiracial 
student  body  reflects  the  demographic  mix  of  the  greater  Chicago  metropolitan 
area,  particularly  the  southern  and  western  quarters  of  the  city  and  adjacent 
suburbs.  In  addition  the  student  body  includes  a  high  percentage  of:  females; 
part-time  students  who  hold  full-lime  employment;  students  who  are  drawn  from 
low  income  backgrounds;  and  students  who  are  older  than  those  of  the  tradi- 
tional college  age 

To  its  program  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  studies,  Chicago  State 
University  admits  applicants  who  meet  the  established  admission  criteria  for 
those  programs.  The  University  is  affirmatively  committed  to  providing  oppor- 
tunities for  enrollment  to  all  admitted  students  regardless  of  racial  or  ethnic 
background,  sex,  religion,  or  social  or  economic  circumstance.  The  University 
is  also  committed  to  providing  appropriate  support  to  facilitate  the  success  and 
progress  of  matriculated  students. 

In  the  future,  the  size  of  Chicago  State  University's  enrollment  will  be  con- 
sistent with  demographic  patterns,  student  choice,  and  the  University's  criteria 
for  admission  and  retention.  The  size  of  the  University's  enrollment  will  depend 
upon  its  resources  and  the  capacity  of  its  physical  plant.  Within  the  context 
of  its  status  as  a  comprehensive  university,  Chicago  State  University  will  be 
a  medium  sized  institution. 

Chicago  State  University  is  committed  to  providing  programs  of  high  quality 
Critical  standards  will  be  applied  in  equal  dimension  to  established  programs, 
to  the  development  of  new  programs,  and  to  the  expansion  of  experimental 
programs.  To  achieve  this  aim  of  academic  excellence,  the  University  will  con- 
tinue to  adhere  to  the  standards  common  to  comprehensive  universities.  The 
University  will  also  continue  to  maintain  and  improve  its  understanding  of  the 
relationship  between  its  own  goals  and  society's  needs.  The  University's  stan- 
dards for  conferment  of  the  baccalaureate  degree  and  the  master's  degree  will 
be  based  upon  demonstrated  student  compliance  with  program  requirements 
for  the  specific  degree.

Welcome  New  President 
Dolores  E.  Cross 


Trustees  for  the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  selected  Dr.  Delores 
Cross  as  the  new  president  of  Chicago  State  University. 

Cross  became  the  first  woman  chief  executive  in  Chicago  State's  history  as  well  as  in  the  history 
of  Illinois'  public  universities.  Her  selection  was  made  in  Springfield  during  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

Dr.  Cross  comes  to  Chicago  State  well  qualified,  with  experience  in  the  top  levels  of  administra- 
tion in  both  Minnesota  and  New  York.  She  also  has  an  extensive  academic  background  which  be- 
gan in  Chicago  at  Northwestern  University.  The  Board  of  Governors  University  System  is  ex- 
tremely fortunate  to  have  obtained  an  individual  with  the  experience,  enthusiasm,  and  commitment 
as  Dr.  Cross. 

The  new  president  is  committed  to  providing  the  kind  of  leadership  that  leads  to  improved 
retention  and  graduation  rates  for  all  Chicago  State  students.  "The  key  to  achieving  that  goal  is 
undertaking  planning  initiatives  and  action  plans  which  improve  not  only  access  but  accountability 
and  excellence  among  all  members  of  the  university  community,"  said  Cross.  "My  focus  will  be 
student-centered.  I  believe  Chicago  State  and  its  students  will  work  toward  motivating  themselves 
to  achieve  ail  they  are  capable  of  achieving." 

Cross  earned  her  B.S.  in  1963  from  Seton  Hall  University  in  New  Jersey.  She  completed  her 
M.S.  in  1968  at  Hofstra  University  in  Hempstead,  New  York,  and  earned  her  Ph.D.  in  education  in 
1971  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  She  holds  an  honorary  degree  from  Skidmore  College  in 
Saratoga,  New  York  and  Marymount  Manhattan  in  New  York  City. 

Her  experience  in  education  includes  teaching  at  the  elementary  level  in  New  York  City  and  in 
special  education  on  Long  Island,  New  York.  She  has  taught  at  Hofstra  University  (1968-69)  and 
the  University  of  Michigan  (1970-71).  She  has  served  on  the  faculty  of  Northwestern  University 
(1974-78).  Between  1978  and  1981  Cross  was  vice  chancellor  for  student  affairs  and  special 
programs  at  City  University  of  New  York  and  professor  of  education  at  Brooklyn  College  in  New 
York  City. 

She  was  appointed  to  a  state  cabinet  post  by  the  governor  of  New  York  in  1 98 1 :  President  of  the 
New  York  State  Higher  Education  Services  Corporation  (HESC),  which  oversees  the  granting  of 
student  financial  aid  in  the  state  of  New  York.  Dr.  Cross's  last  position  was  associate  provost  and 
associate  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  at  the  university  of  Minnesota.  She  is  also  a  senior 
fellow  at  the  hubert  H.  Humphrey  Institute  of  Public  Affairs.  Her  publications  and  presentations 
have  been  in  the  areas  of  teaching  in  a  multicultural  society,  financial  aid,  access  for  both  minority 
and  nonminority  students,  outreach  and  networking,  and  the  changing  role  of  teachers.  Cross  is  a 
member  of  Women  Executives  in  State  Government  and  the  National  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Colored  People  (NAACP).  She  was  also  chairperson  for  the  College  Board  Advisory 
Panel  on  Minority  Concerns  in  New  York  City.

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Dr.  Rena  Krizmis 

After  being  with  Chicago  State  University  since  1967, 
Dr.  Rena  Krizmis  retired.  She  is  a  tenured  professor  and 
counselor,  has  been  associate  professor  in  the  Psy- 
chology Department,  and  was  Acting  Director  of  the 
Counseling  Center  for  three  years. 

Dr.  Krizmis  was  reared  in  Northern  Indiana  as  Rena 
Pancheri,  in  a  working  class  traditional  role  family  of 
Austrian  and  Italian  American  heritage.  Despite  her  en- 
vironment that  offered  little  encouragement  to  go  be- 
yond high  school,  she  returned  to  school  after  marrying 
and  rearing  two  children.  She  has  earned  several  de- 
grees and  is  a  certified  sex  therapist  through  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Sex  Educators,  Counselors,  and 
Therapists. 

The  human  sexuality  course  in  the  psychology  cur- 
riculum for  CSU,  was  developed  by  Dr.  Krizmis,  and  she 
has  taught  that  course  since  1974.  She  initiated  and 
developed  seminars  and  workshops  for  students  and 
staff  on  communication,  assertiveness  and  relaxation 
training,  and  sexuality.  Dr.  Krizmis  was  an  initiator  of  a 
women's  support  group  on  the  old  campus  of  CSU  that 
first  articulated  the  need  for  an  on  campus  child  care 
center.  There  are  many  other  projects  that  she  initiated 
and  developed  with  the  collaboration  of  colleagues  in 
various  departments.  Her  most  cherished  accomplish- 
ments are  having  been  selected  by  students  to  serve  as 
advisor  to  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Silhouette  Club, 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  and  the  Student  Government 
Association;  and  as  the  1985  recipient  of  the  CSU  Fac- 
ulty of  the  Year  Award. 

Dr.  Rena  Krizmis  will  be  missed  every  day,  but  she 
plans  to  return  to  campus  periodically  to  teach  the 
coursein  sexuality.  The  remainder  of  her  time  will  be 
spent  in  private  practice,  consulting,  and  other  activi- 
ties she  never  had  time  for. 


Memories  of  Dr.  Rena  Krizmis 


Dr.  Krizmis  remembers  her  first  day  was  at  the  old  site  of 
CSU  when  it  was  known  as  Chicago  Stage  College.  She 
was  working  on  her  Certificate  of  Advanced  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

There  was  no  set  Counseling  Center  and  so  her  intro- 
duction was  more  in  line  with  academic  advising,  helping 
students  with  class  scheduling.  While  working  there,  she 
put  in  her  application  for  a  permanent  position  after  her 
doctorate  was  completed,  New  positions  were  being  open 
due  to  the  move  CSC  was  making  to  95th  Street  and  King 
Drive. 

It  took  a  couple  of  years  before  a  Counseling  Center 
was  set  up  and  when  it  was,  the  offices  were  small  cubi- 
cles next  to  each  other  recalls  Dr.  Krizmis.  You  could  hear 
different  counseling  sessions  going  on  and  so  one  had  to 
work  hard  to  maintain  confidentiality.  The  university  paid 
the  expenses  of  the  many  different  seminars  she  attended 


across  the  country. 

There  were  week-end  trips  that  the  university  students 
had  in  Wisconsin,  which  Dr.  Krizmis  and  other  faculty  mem- 
bers went  along  on.  The  trips  provided  a  relaxed  atmo- 
sphere for  the  students  and  faculty  to  get  to  know  each 
other,  thus  bridging  gaps  that  occur  in  the  classroom. 

Dr.  Krizmis  remembers  many  of  the  students  that  have 
passed  through  her  door.  Among  the  several  students  she 
recalls  are  Charles  and  John  Panozzo  and  their  two 
friends.  These  four  formed  a  rock  group  named  TW-4  and 
played  at  dances  held  at  CSC.  TW-4  later  became  the 
rock  band  Styx  which  is  no  longer. 

Dr.  Krizmis's  memories  are  many  and  fond.  She  has 
seen  the  many  changes  that  Chicago  State  University  has 
gone  through  and  is  happy  to  know  that  she  has  had  a  part 
in  its  history.
